Draft Provides for Elec- 
tion by City-at-Large of 
Nine Councilmen, Who 
Will Name Manager. 


Power to purchase, hire, construct, 
own, maintain and operate or lease 


local public utilities is one of the 
most salient features in the plan of 
municipal government embodied in 
the proposed new charter for the 
city of Atlanta, modelled in the 
city manager form, whith was pre- 
sented last night, in summary, to 
the citizens’ committce which has 
been fostering its adoption. 
The final draft of the new char- 
ter is ready, after several weeks’ 
work by a committee appointed for 
the purpose and acting in co-ordi-

. It was decided at the meeting 
Friday night: to present the bill to 


yehange “the charter of the city to 


the legislature next Monday, and ‘to 
‘nek permission of the city demo- 
cratic executive committee to pre- 
gent it for the vote of thé people 
jin the approaching primary of Jaly 
26. In the event that the executive 
committee of the city fails 
to allow the vote the bill 
will be presented to the legis- 
Jjature with a provision calling for 
a referendum to the people of -At- 
Janta, so that they may express their 
opinion on the movement, it was 
said at the meeting. 


CITY MANAGER 
FORM URGED. 


The final draft presented Friday 
night caljs for the city manager 
form of government, with nine 
councilmen elected from the city-at- 

rege, who in turn appoint a city 
fix his salary. Of- 
ficinls of the city are to be ap- 
pointed by the city manager, and 
the line of responsibility directed 
through him to the council and then 
to the peoplg by the machinery 
evolved by the new charter. Terms 
of service are indefinite in all in- 
stances, dependent on good service. 
Councilmen, however, are elected 
for three-year terms, but may be 
recalled. 

The only other, elective officers 
in the city government ,under the 
proposed charter are the members 
of the school board, five in num- 
ber. The s¢ehool board, under the 
new system, will.direct the educa- 
tional system, appointing a super- 
intendent of schools, teachers and 


Ach employees as are necessary 


to the system. The physical plants 
of the educational system will be 
under the supervision of the depart- 
ment under the city manager hav- 


ing to do with construction and 


maintenance of publio’ buildings and 
grounds, in the proposed plan. The 
appropriation for schools is in- 
crensed in the charter from 22) 
per cent of the city’s income to 
30 per cent, clusive of the es- 
timated incomes from loans and 
from municipally-owned utilities. 
mayor will be elected, under 
the proposed charter, from the per- 


- gonnel of the council, by the coun- 


cll, ahd will serve as the cere- 


monial head of the city. Maximum 


salaries of $600 per year are pro- 


vided for the members of council, 


with the. provision that they be 
fined $10 for each non-appearance 
at meetings of the body which are 
designated as weekly.

A resolution prompted by the re- 
Sentment of a large number of the 
members present against Senator 
Hoke Smith and farmer Senator 
T. W. Hardwick was passed by At- 
lanta Post, No. 1, of the American 
Legion, at a meeting held last night 
at Cable hall, and which about 150 
Legionnairés were present. 

Hardwick and Smith were freely 
mentioned by the members on the 
floor in connection with the pur- 
port of the resolution, Hardwick 
particularly and bitterly, for their 
“unpatrictic” attitude ‘on legisla- 
tion in support of the army and 
the cause of the allies. 

After mentioning the importance 


to the voters of Georgia of the 


character, record and affiliations 
of those seeking office at the com- 
ing fall elections, the ‘tesolution 
reads: 

Reselution Passed. 

“Be it resolved, That Atlanta post, 
No. 1, of the American Legion, rec- 
ommends to @ll Georgians, and par- 
‘ticularly -ta@ *the members of the 
American Legion, that: they scan 
with great care the records of all 
candidates in regard to the follow- 
ing matters: 

“1. Their attitude toward the war 
with Germany. 


“2. Their attitudé toward the draft 
act. 

“3. Their attitude toward the acts 
passed for the mord vigorots prose- 
cution of the war. 


“4. Their affiliations, political and 
otherwise, with persons whose atti- 
tude was. known to be hostile to 
the war and the acts passed for 
the prosecution of the war.” 

The resolution was offered by 
George M. Wilson, vice commander 
of the post, who stated that the 
legion is not a political organization, 
a fact well known to its members; 
but that it stands for political prin- 
ciples; that men in uniform and not 
in uniform fought and worked ror 
the support of those principles, 
both abroad and at home; that oth- 
er.men in uniform and not in uni- 
form obstructed the prosecution of 
the campaign in defense of such 
principles, and he asked that the 
post not only pass the résolution, 
but instruct its delegates to the 
State convention to be held in Au- 
gusta during July to present this 
or a similar resolution to that 
body. 

A motion was made for adoption, 
immediately after which about 90 
Per cent of the members on the 
tloor jumped to second it, and the 
vote that was cast after the pre- 
liminary remarks was sonorous and 
unanimous. 


Attack on Hardwick. 

Stephens Mitchell, who, according 
te his own statement, was a former 
admirer and supporter of Hardwick, 
made an extremély caustic attack on 
the men in high office during the 
recent campaign who were derelict 
in their support of the. army and 
its cause, concluding with the re- 
mark that “there is one man I have 
admired and supported in the past 
for whomIlam not voting this fall.” 

Harry A. Alexander, chairman of 
the building committee, provoked 
considerable discussion on the ques- 
tion of a permanent home for the 
post, and a suggestion from Claude 
. Smith that the legion demand a 
meeting place, either in the Audito- 
rium or some other suitable building 
from the city fathers, and stated 
that their number as Voters at the 
city elections was sufficient to war- 
rant attention. Nine-tenths of those 
present signified their willingness 
to buy building shares to the value 
of at least $50 each for the acquisi- 
tion of a club house, and the matter 
was referred to a committee to be 
hereafter appointed by the com- 
mander to take the matter up. 

The report of the nomination 
committee, headed by Dr. W. C. 
Lyle, recommending the names of 
delegates to the state convention of 
the legion, was adopted with minor 
variations, and resulted in the. nam- 
ing of the following representatives 
to be sent tS the Augusta meet:

New York, June 25.—A search for 
knowledge that he might “beat the

with which to care for his mother, 
dying of tuberculosis, caused the ar- 
rest here today of Benjamin 3. 
Brines, 20, machinist by day and 
New York university student by 
night. He was charged \with the 
theft of a book from the New York 
public library. 

Two years ago, he told the magis- 
tarte before whom he was ar- 
raigned, “through straightened cir- 
cumstances, which you will agree 
are often caused by lack of knowl- 
edge,” his sister died. Then — his 
mother became ill and it: was nec- 
essary to send her to the mountains, 

“If I knew what I should have 
known,” he said, “things would be 
better for her.” 

Reosvied to learn these things, 
Brines said, he started a course at 
Stevens institute, but the tuition 
fees were too expensive and he was 
forced to quit. Then he sought the 
library and there obtained books on 
evolution, economics and govern- 
ment, which he studied nights, Some 
he kept until “fines” were due the 
library. Unable to pay the charges, 
he drew other books under ficti- 
tious names and did not return 
thgth Today, a special policeman 
from the library searched his home 
and found the books. His arrest 
followed, 

“Tf it is a crime to steal knowl- 
edge,” he admitted, “then I will 
plead guilty,”

NORTH CAROLINA URGED 
BY PRESIDENT WILSON 


Governor Bickett Is Told 
That Action of Legisla- 
ture on the Amendment 
Will Be of “Critical Im- 
portance.” 


Auditorium, San Francisco, June 
25.—The democratic national com- 
mittee unanimously agreed to send 
a telegram to the governor of Ten- 
nessee urging a special session of 
the legislature to ratify the federal 
suffrage amendment. 

There was vigorous applause 
when Chairman Cummings suggest- 
ed the sending of a telegram to 
Governor Roberts, of Tennessee, 
urging him to call a special session 
of the legislature to ratify the fed-’ 
eral suffrage amendment. The sug- 
gestion - was unanimously adopted.

CALL’ TO NORTH CAROLINA 
BY PRESIDENT WILSON. 

Washington, June 25.—President 
Wilson has sent messages to Gov- 
ernor Bickett Nand Senators Sim- 
mons and Overman, of North Caro- 
lina, suggesting ‘that he need not 
point out to them the ‘critical im- 
portance” of the action of the North 
Carolina legislature on the federal 
suffrage amendment when the as- 
sembly meets in special session next 
month. 

The message to Governor Bickett 
follows: 

“TI am sure I need not point out 
to you the critical importance of the 
action of your great state in the 
matter of suffrage amendment.” 

The president previously’ Had ask- 
ea Governor Roberts, of. Tennessee, 
to call a special session of the Ten- 
nesSi@ legislatute ‘to’ ‘act on the 
amendment. The president’s mes- 
sage was sent after Acting Attor- 
ney General Frierson had ruled that 
the supreme court decision in the 
Ohio referendum case had invali- 
dated the ‘section of the Tennessee 
constitution prohibiting the legis- 
lature from passing on an amend- 
ment if the members were elected 
before the amendment wae submit- 
ted tothe state. 

Governor Bickett Not Happy. 

Raleigh, N. C., June 25.—Com- 
menting today on a telegram he 
received last gight from President 
Wilson in which the president said 
he was sure he need not point out 
the “critical importance of the ac- 
tion of your state in the matter 
of the suffrage amendment,” Gov- 
ernor Bickett said he hoped the 
Tennessee legislature would meet 
in. special session and ratify the 
amendment and thereby _ relieve 
North Carolina of doing it. 

“We have néither the time nor 
the money and such action op the 
part of Tennessee would ‘sa this 
stat® the feeling of bitterness that 
would surely be engendered by de- 
bate on the subject that would 
come up in our legislature” 

“I have said all I intend saying 
on the subject of ratification,” Gov- 
ernor Bickett stated to néwspaper 
men last night. “While I will take 
my medicine, I will never swear that 
it tastes good, for it doesn’t.”

BROTHERHOOD CHIEFS 
SEEM TO BE SATISFIED 


And Say That Announce- 
ment Averts Danger of 
Nation- Wide Strike. 
Decision Retroactive to 
May 1. 


Chicago, June 25.—The United 
States railroad labor board will an- 
nounce its decision on the new 
railroad workers on July 20, accord- 
ing to an announcement today by 
Chairman R. M. Barton. 

The ‘decision will be retroactive 
to May 1. 

Officials of: the. railway. brother- 
hoods, who waited anxiously for the 
hoard’s announcement, said that this 
action hag probably averted a wide- 
spread strike of railroad workers, 
wich, they said, outlaw organiza- 
tions had been: planning to. start 
Saturday at midnight. . 

The statement follows: 

“The chairman. is apthorized to 
say the board ts earnéstly and ac- 
tively engaged in working out and 
formulating a decision, having 
agréed oh a method of working out 
the problem. It-takes time and 
great care tq formulate a decision 
which can be clearly understood and 
applied witHout doubt or practical 
difficulty. ‘The board and all its 
forces are so engaged and.are not 
losing an hour. 

“The, board will unmnounce a de- 
cision on and possibly before July 
20, 1920. This decision when made 
will take effect as on and of May 


Brotherhood officials expressed 
themselves as satisfied with the de- 
cision of the board, especially as 
the new scales are to be retroac- 


avert a stfike by thousands of mem 
acting independently,” said Timothy 
Shea, 

Engineers. “We Wave done every- 
thing we have been able to do to 
avert a widespread strike. The big 
four brotherhoods -have expelled 
more than 60,000 of their members 
for joining unauthorized _§ strikes, 
but the rank and file of the men are 
now demanding immediate action.” 

Similar sentiment was expressed 
by W. G. Lee, president of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen. 

Mr. Lee said that secret plans 
had been made by a disaffected 
union eleemnt to spread the strike 
throughout the country. hecause of 
the continued delay in annduncing 
the wage ruling. 

“The men would have quit 
night Mr. 
said. “It was .impossible to hold 
them longer. Men of my organ- 
ization have beeh waiting patiently 
for neaYrTy a year.” 

Decision Result of Warning. 

“Was the decision the result of 
a wafning of a probable strike 
brought by you and your asso- 
clates to the board?” Lee was asked. 

“You can draw your own conclu- 
sions as to that,” he answered. 

In a later statemént Mr. Lee de- 
clared tHat “even the most con- 
servativé members of these organi- 
zations lately have been bitterly 
complaining of the delays and insist 
upon a decision.” 

“Naw that it hag been definitely 
decided that an award will be 
handed down not ‘later than, July 
20,” the statement continued, “we 
urge our members to continue to 
carry out their obligations to their 
organizations and the contract re- 
lations with the employers as e 
most effective means of helping fhe 
situation.” 

General chairmen of the fifteen 
r nized railroad organizations 
will meet in Chicago July 19 to con- 
sider and pass upon awards by the 
board, it was announced. 

W. N. Doak, vice president of the 
railway trainmen’s. organization, de- 
clared the board had demonstrated 
the futility of such methods of set- 
tling wage disputes. 

“The board members are sitting 
as advocates,” he said, “instead of 
as judges.” 

Lee Blames Wilson.

Sentiment, 
however, was strong’ for considera- 
tion by the full committee and 4 
roll call was demanded on the ques- 
tion. The vote resulted 26 to 20 to 
have the full committee hear the 
case. 

The vote by states was as fol- 
lows:

Wilson Forces Control.

So far as surface indications were 
concerned, at least, the friends of 
President Wilson and his adminis- 
tration appeared in complete con- 
trol of the political machinery of 
the democratic party today, as the 
actual preliminaries of the national 
convention began. - 

Their domination was not with- 
out its complement of grumbling 
and complaints among scattering 
insurgent elements, but there was 
every evidence that on a showdown 
the anti-administration forces were 
not only far in the minority, but 
were lacking in organization and 
leadership. 

Another development pointing in 
the same direction was the appar- 
ent collapse of a fight against Sen- 
ator Glass, ‘of Virginia, in his can- 
didacy for chairman of the resolu- 
tions committee. A post for which 
he is commonly reported to have 
oe selected by the president him- 
self. 

In addition there was: accumulat- 
ing evidence that William J. Bryan 
would find the cards against him 
in his attempt ito put into the plat- 
form a league of nations plank in 
disagreement with. the president’s 
views, and a prohibition gnforce- 
ment plank framed without the 
acquiescénce of the administration. 

Aa te Prohibition. 

With regard to prohibition. how- 
ever, the situation remained in a 
state of considerable uncertainty 
with the trend apparentiv toward 
exclusion from the platform en- 
tirely. Those who want a liber- 
alization plank continued: an ac- 
tive camnaiztn and some members 
of the New York delegation de- 
elared they wonld carry their fight 
to the floor of the convention it- 
eelf, but a feeling gained headway 
that in the end both Mr. Brvan’s 
hone dry declaration and that of the 
anti-bone dry would be voted down. 

Just where President Wilson 
stands on that subject has not been 
made clear, but increasing signifi- 
cance was attached in .the day’s 
conferences to the absence of any 
reference to prohibition in the /Vir- 
vinia democratic platform. unqnali- 
fie"-ly indorsed bv. the white honse. 

Neither® has the administration 
tioned its hard in regard to presi- 
dentiel candidates and tonirht the 
relative standine of aspirants re- 
mained.annarentliv unchanged. Aft- 
torney General Palmer arrived to- 
day toa take personal cherge of his 
chiapaten and bv tomorrow the gun- 
nine of candidates and their mana- 
rers among the wnineatrveted del-- 
wates ts expected to be at its 
height.

DUTIES OF 
DEPARTMENTS. 


The scope and duties of the va- 
rious departments under the pro- 
posed charter were outlined ag fol- 
lows: 

Department of Law. 


The director, appointed by council 
witl a definite term, to serve 
during their pleasure. He appoints 
such assistants as may be-author- 
ized by council. He is the chief le- 
gal advisor of and attorney for the 
city and all the officers and depart- 
ments thereof. 


Department of Public Service. 


The director appointed by city 
manager and subject to discharge 
for dereliction of duty. He _ will 
manage and have charge of the 
construction and maintenance of all 
public buildings, streets, sidewalks, 
sewers, drains, etc. of parks, play- 
grounds, and other public places 
and grounds. He will manage and 
control cemeteries, market houses, 
garbage and sewage collection and 
disposal plants and all public utili- 
ties and enforce the. obligations to 
the city of all privately owned util- 
ities. He will also have charge of 
cleaning, sprinkling and lighting of 
all streets and public places. 

Department of Public Welfare. 

_ The director appointed bv the city 
manager and subject to discharge 
will have management of all char- 
itable, correctional and reformatory 
institutions and agencies belonging 
to the city, as well as recreational 
acilities of the city. including re- 
reational use of parks and play- 
rounds. He will supervise and 
ontrol all maaelees hospitals, clin- 
cs and dispensaries, and will keep 
a record of vital statistics and in- 
quire into the cause of crime, pov- 
erty and disease. 
Public Safety. 

The director will be appointed by 
the city manager and subject to 
discharge upon dereliction of duty, 
and will be executive head of the 
police and fire forces of the city and 
the chief administrative authority 
on all matters relating to the in- 
spection and regulation of the erec- 
tion and maintenance of buildings. 

Finance. 

The director of this departmen} 
will be appointed by the city man- 
ager and will be subject to dis- 
charge. He will have charge of 
the administration of the financial 
affairs of the city, including the 
keeping and supervision of all ac- 
counts; the levy, assessment and 
collection of taxes, etc. A modern 
system of budget procedure is pro- 
vided in the charter. 


WILL FIX 
TAX RATE. 


The council will fix the tax rate 
and designate what portions are 
to be used for various needs.’ The 
street, sanitary and business taxes 
are provided for as at present; the 
rate is not to exceed $1.25 on each 
$100 of property within the city as 
assessed for city purposes, unless 
council submit. a proposed higher 
rate to the voters*and they ap- 
prove it. 

The tax,assessor is appointed by 
the city rhanager, and the council 
sits as a board of equalization, with 
the right to ask any taxpayer to 
appear before them and, show such 
books, papers and documents as 
they consider necessary in proper 
assessment. 

The council may authorize the 
borrowing of money by the issue 
and sale of bonds; no ordinance 
providing for the issuing of bonds 
may be passed without public no- 
tice of at least two weeks before 
final action of council. The pro- 
posed charter also provides for a 
city marshal and a purchasing agent 
in this department to be appointed 
‘by the city manager. 

In addition to the library board, 
which will consist of five members 
appointed by the council to super- 
vise the Carnegie library and oth- 
er libraries under control of the 
city, and the department of educa- 
tion, the chief features of which 
have already been mentioned, the 
proposed charter provides for a civii 
service board which will hold com- 
petitive examinations and provide 
a list of those eligible to hold of- 
fice in the city government. 

It was stressed at the meeting 
Friday night that there will be no 
neeessity for chanre in the present 
employees of the city under the new 
charter, as long as continuous good 
service is given.

“But .if we can nominate McAdoo 
despite his attitude, certainly no one 
can say taht he wanted to be the 
their and successor’ in the royal 
family. And eventually it would 
seem likely that the country will 
realize McAdoo was not the choice 
of the president for the place. Ele- 
ments entering into the president's 
attitude need not be reviewed here, 
but had he been for McAdoo he 
would have indicated it by now.’ 

McAdoo, my informant continued, 
“wants Glass nominated. He will 
probably say so pretty soon. But 
if my way goes, we will be for 
McAdoo first—and I don’t think 
there will be any second. In all 
events we will hold the McAdoo 
forces intact for whatever may be 
decided upon later.”

310? OP DEMOCRATS 
DIFFER IN TACTICS 


Palmer Will Make His 


Company Testifies Before 
Rail Board. 


Among the five witnesses who 
testified at the hearing before the 
State railroad “commission Friday 


afternoon on-the application of the 
Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany for leave to increase its gas 
and electric power rates as well as 
its car fare, only oka” was favorable 
to the application. That was Thom- 
as K. Giennppiresident*of the Atlan- 
tic Steél company, whd at the end 
of the session request leave to 
make a statement on behalf of the 
power company, with whith he said 
he had been connected in the past 
for some seventeen years. 

Mr. Glenn said that the steel com- 
Pany was the largest consumer of 
electric current on the books of the 
power company, and that its motive 
in favoring the proposed increase of 
rates was a purely selfish one by 
reason of its interest in the contin- 
ued ability of the power company 
to function and furnish power to all 
of its customers, which, he stated, 
a! could not do under the old sched- 
ules. 

He further stated that if the pow- 
er company should become unable 
to supply the continued demand for 
power, the largest users, being the 
least profitable to the company, 
would be the first ones to be cut 
off, in which case the steel com- 
Pany of which he was the presi- 
dent would necessarily suffer. 


Glenn’s Statement. 


“The present rate charged for 
power is jess than we can afford to 
make it,” he said, “for the reason 
that we are interested in a continu- 
ation of the development of the 
power company’s resources, which 
will be impossible without increas- 
ed returns. 

“The shortage of coal has threat- 
ened to bécome acute. It is now 
from $1.50 to $2 higher per ton than 
it would be if coal cars were availi- 
able, and unless the company can 
utilize its undeveloped water power, 
which is equal to that already de- 
veloped, I fear it will be unable to 
continue efficiently.” 

Mr. Glenn contended that the 
street railways had been highly ef- 
ficient up to within a few years of 
the present; that their ability to 
operate efficiently was due to their 
ability to borrow money, which in 
turn depended on their ability to 
earn more than their fixed charges 
and thereby acquire needed im- 
provements from time to time. 

“The power company’s chances 
will be slim if it is only able to 
earn the amount of its fixed 
he added. 

Other witnesses before the com- 
mission were Philip R. Lamar, man- 
ager of the Southern Cotton Oil 
company; D. W. Anderson, manager 
of the Pacolet Manufacturing com- 
pany, and F. W. Puett, construetion 
superintendent for Swift & Co., alk 
of whom gave comparisons between 
the power company’s present rates 
and the amounts charged under 
such rates and the proposed rates 
as they would effect future charges. 

Mr. Puett called attention to his 
figures, which showed that the pro- 
posed increases were greater in the 
cases of large consumers than to- 
ward the small users of power. 


Illustrates Differences, 


A. St. C. Dunstan, an electrical 
engineer now occupying a chair 
at the Alabama Polytechnic insti- 
tute, illustrated the difference be- 
tween the company’s present system 
of charging: by the kilowatt hour, 
which, he said, was a term. used to 
indicate a definite quantity of work 
done; and the proposed system of 
charging for KVA, which, he stated, 
bore no relation. to the work ac- 
complished, was not anywhere ac- 
cepted’ as a basis of demand charge. 
and could not be accurately meas- 
ured by any known instrument in 
use. He also deprecated the use of 
the synchronized motor, which, he 
said, was complicated and costly as 
compared with the inductive motor, 
but which will become necessary 
under the company’s new system of 
furnishing electrical power, al- 
though he admitted under cross-ex- 
amination by Luther Z. Rosser, for 
the power company, that he had no 
rractical knowledere of the opera- 
tion of the synchronized motor. 

At, the morning session rreston 8S. 
Arkwright, president of the peti- 
tioning company, concluded his tes- 
timony in response to the thirty-six 
interrogatories put by George 5. 
Jones, attorney for the Bibb Manu- 
facturing company, of Macon, and 
delivered a vigorous reply to the 
testimony of Mayor Key and Joel 
Hurt, president of the old railway 
company, in which he stated that 
the antagonism of the mayor dated 
back to his (Arkwright’s) refusal 
to contribute to Mr. Key’s first 
campaign for the mayoralty in 1904. 

Mr. Arkwright denied that his 
company ever offered a position to 
Mr. Key or sought his influence po- 
litically as the mayor had testified 
but said that the latter had request- 
ed a contribution of “$250 toward 
his campaign expenses which the 
power company president refused 
to grant, and added that the mayor's 
opposition developed thereafter. 

Hits Hurt Testimony. 

He also criticised Mr. Hurt’s tes- 
timony as utterly unreliable, deny- 
ing his statement that he paid his: 
motormen 25 cents an h@pr, but as- 
serted on the contrary tiiat the rate 
was then 12 cents, with a twelve 
and a half hour day. 

Mr. Arkwright said the consoli- 
dation of the old companies was 
approved by the mayor and council 
of Atlanta with full knowledge on 
their part of the capitalization of 
those corporations, and that the 
city was now in no position to at- 
tack their reorganization.

| uniform anti-theft, law aimed _ to 


protect the 7,500,000 automobile 
owners in this country, was an- 
nounced today by the American Au- 
tomobile association. It was pre- 
pared by a conference committee of 
representatives of the leading or- 
ganizations of the motor car indus- 
tr 
The proposed law, which will be 
presented to state legislatures, de- 
clares possession of an automobile 
with identification marks removed 
to be unlawful. 

Upon -transfer of ownership of a’ 
car its registration shall expire and 
state automobile officials must be 
notified for new registration cards 
to be issued. 

When cars are stolen the state 
automobile officials must be noti- 
fied, and from the state office noti- 
ficaticn, with description of stolen 
ears, shali be sent to all other state 
automobile offices for record. -— 

Maximum imprisonment for auto- 
mobile theft is fixed at ten years 
with maximum fine of $5,000.

PROFITS AND UNREST. 


Pubi‘cation of statistics ‘com- 
piled by the federal trade commis- 
sion indicating a steady rise in 
coal miné operators’ profits under 
existing conditions is not calcu- 
lated to allay the spirit of unrest 
throughout the land. 

The eommission’s findings are 
based upon reports submitted by 
1,081 operators, covering their op- 
erations during last March, show- 
ing an increase in the profit per 
ton of coal averaging 13 cents, or 
45 per cent. 

In March, says the commission, 
the margin of profit was 42 cents 
as against 29 cents in February. 

During that per‘od the average 
cost per ton was reduced four per 
cent, and the output per working 
day was increased five per cent. 
This indicates a disposition on the 
miners’ part to live up to their 
agreement with the publi¢, enter- 
ed into following the recent stPike 
in the coal fields. 

But the operators likewise owe 
an obligation to the government 
and the American public as a re- 
sult of tha: agreement. 

That is to deal fairly with the 
miners and with the consumers of 
coal. 

At the time of settlement of the 
strike the question of wages and 
of fair profits 


est in the controversy. The oper- 
ators, the miners and the pwdlic. 
Wage schedules and the qués- 
tion of fair and reasonable profits 
were determined and agreed to. 
The miners seem to be living up 
to their part of the covenant, 
working harder and producing 


But the coal is costing the con- 
sumers more than ever before and 
the price to the consimer is con- 
stantly mounting higher and 
higher. 

So long as the people believed 
that to be due in part to transpor- 
tation coaditions and in part to 
increases of production costs they 
accepted the situation in a spirit 
of acquiescence and of determina- 
tion to make the best of it. 

Buf that spirit can not reason- 
ably be expected to contint? in 
the face of official statistics, based 
upon the operators’ own figures, 
showing that the coal producers’ 
net profits are mounting as the 
price of coal to the consumer ad- 
vances, coutrary to the agreement 
between the operators, the miners 
and the ys.ublic. 


WHAT MAKES A TOWN? 

In complimenting, Canton, Al- 
pharetta’s sister town, on a census 
showing of a growth of 33 per cent, 
the Alpharetta (Ga.) Free Press 
well says:

The coal that has 
arrived on the railroads of New 
England is not anywhere near sut- 
ficient for their own daily con- 
Sumption, and,\about the only way 
some of them are keeping trains 
moving at all is by coontisoatin 
what they call commercial coal, 
right and left. 

* “The situation today is far more 
serious than it was during the sum- 
mer we entered the war. We are 
going backwards fast. It is about 
the most serious coal situation we 
have ever faced.” 

Mr. Storrow said that so far as 
anthracite coal for use in the homes 
was concerned, there was nothing 
at present to alarm householders.

100,000,000 PEOPLE 


IN THE UNITED STATES 


Washington, June 25.—The popu- 
latman of continental United States 
is estimated at 105,000,000 by J. A. 
Hill, chief statistician of the census 
bureau. His calculation is based on 
the combined populations of 1,406 
cities and towns for which statis- 
tics have been announced. 

The increase over 1910 is placed 
at about 13.000,000, showing the 
growth of the country has not kept 
pace with previous decades. Almost 
complete cessation of immigration 
during the war is the chief reason 
assigned for the falling off in 
growth. Other suggestions -~were 
the two influenza epidemics, return 
of aliens to their native lands and 
deaths of soldiers abroad and at 
home during the war.

And Then Speedily Rat- 
ify Versailles ‘Treaty. 
He Says Article Means 
Military Alliance. 


New York, June 25.—Speedy rati- 
fication of the treaty of Versailles, 
after the elimination cf Article 10 
of the league of nations covenant, 
was urged by Herbert C. Hoover in 
a statement published today in The 
New York: Evening Post ag the plat- 
form on which the republican party 
should stand in the coming presi- 
dential election. 

Mr. Hoover took the stand that 
the implied threat of employment of 
military force to guarantee the in- 
tegrity of foreign states was out of 
place in a league which he declared 
was “the product of the liberal 
ideals of the world.” The league’s 
power, he declared, would be more 
potent if the threat of military 
force were removed and the league 
of nations relied wholly on its “mor- 
al and economic power.” 

“It appears to me to be time to 
raise the question,” said Hoover, 
“as to whether this same cause I 
refer to—the guarantees and _ the 
use of military force—that has 
brought about the dissension in the 


United States is not also undermin- 
ing the league in Europe. .I put it 
to the friends of ‘the league in all 
countries. Has not experience and 
discussion shown that the time has 
arrived ¢4o0 reconsider this part of 
the league foundation?” 


To Control Aggressive States. 


The basic need for such a “mili- 
tary alliance” as he sees in the 
league covenant with Article 10 in- 
tact, Mr. Hoover pointed out, was 
to “control states which persist in 
armanent which renders them Ca- 
pable of aggrersive action.” 

While he expressed the belief that 
economic measures eventually 
would prévail even against such 
States, he declared the “first and 
foremost duty of the league’ was 
reduction of all armaments, and he 
suggested that America’s continu- 
ance aS a league member be condi- 
tional on the achievement of a re- 
duction within a specified time. 

Mr. Hoover declared that sooner 
or later the United States must rat- 
ify the treaty of Versailles in some 
form, and that talk of negotiating 
a new treaty was “bunk.” 

“The treaty of Versailles,” he 
said, “is the charter of independence 
of Poland, Czecho-Slovakia and Fin- 
land, and the warrant of increased 
national territory of several great 
nations, and they are not going to 
reopen discussion as to their titles. 
It is the guarantee of the disarma- 
ment of four great autocracies, and 
no European nation is going to risk 
their revival. It is a mortgage upon 
the enemy states, and they are not 
going to offer the opportunity to 
Germany, Austria, Hungary, Turkey 
and Bubgaria, to escape their debts 
by intrigue at a new peace confer- 
ence, 


Covenart Part of Treaty. 


“The league of nations covenant 
is an essential part of the treaty. 
It does possess two functions: First, 
it gives the title to mandates; it to- 
day governs certain neutralized 
areas; it ramifies the score of de- 
tails of settlement with enemy 
states.
